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Mother’s brave fight to save son in war-torn country 



A fearless mother has told a coro¬ 
ner’s court of her journey to Syria 
in a desperate bid to rescue her 
doctor son from prison. 

Dr Abbas Khan, 32, travelled to 
the war-torn country to work at a 
hospital treating bombing victims, 
but was arrested within 48 hours of 
entering the country in November 
2012. 

He was tortured and beaten by 
interrogators and held in captivity 
until his death on December 16, 
2013. 

The Syrian regime claim he 
hanged himself in his cell, but his 
family are adamant he was 
murdered. 

Dr Khan was a research fellow at 
the Elective Orthopaedic Centre 
(EOC) at Epsom Hospital between 
August 2011 and January 2012. 

At the start of his inquest at the 
Royal Courts of Justice on Monday 
his mother Fatima Mahmood, said 
when she was told that he had gone 
missing while working at a hospi¬ 
tal in Aleppo: “I was in shock. 

“I told my husband ‘I can’t bear 
my son’s funeral at this age’ be¬ 
cause straight away I thought 
something bad had happened to 
my son.” 

Despite eight months of tirelessly

contacting different embassies, the 
Foreign Office and human rights 
organisations, the family were no 
closer to finding him, so she went 
out to Damascus alone in July last 
year. 

She visited foreign embassies, 
government ministries and even 


prisons. On July 24, she took a taxi 
to a prison where, unknown to her, 
Dr Khan was incarcerated. 

Mrs Mahmood said: “I said to the 
guards ‘Please, is my son here’ and 
showed them a picture of my son.” 

But she said they could not con¬ 
firm whether he was held there, 


adding: “They turned their guns 
on me and my driver was shaking. 
My driver said come, come let’s 
go.” 

Finally on August 1, she got to see 
her son at the Court of Terrorism. 

She said: “I hugged him, he was 
shaking. He hugged me, he was in 
tears. I said ‘Mummy’s here for 
you’.” 

She said he was a “skeleton” with 
black marks on his hands - as 
though he had received electric 
shocks - and his feet were burnt. 

She said: “I threw myself at the 
judge’s feet and said ‘Sir, please, 
please have mercy on my son, 
please release him’.” 

Shortly afterwards he was moved 
from the notorious Far’ Falastin 
prison to Adra prison where condi¬ 
tions were better, but he was found 
dead last December just days be¬ 
fore his promised release. 

Mrs Mahmood used to travel to 
the prison past bombed out build¬ 
ings where snipers were hiding. 
She said: “I wasn’t afraid. I used to 
even laugh at the bullets.” 

The chief executive of Epsom 
and St Helier NHS Trust, Chrisha 
Alagaratnam, said this week: “On 
behalf of the trust and Dr Khan’s 
former colleagues at the elective 
orthopaedic centre, I would like to 
offer his family our deepest sympa¬ 
thies and condolences during this 
difficult time.” 

The inquest continues.

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Call centre set up at High Down

A call centre staffed by pris¬ 
oners has been set up inside 
a Banstead prison it has 
emerged. 

The centre, which has been 
running at High Down 
prison, pictured, for three 
weeks, is staffed by 20 pris¬ 
oners who speak to members 
of the public on the phone 
and then record their an¬ 
swers on a computer. 

The creation of the call 
centre has not been publi¬ 
cised, but the Epsom 
Guardian was tipped-off 
about its existence by a 
member of staff at the 
prison. 

While working at the call 
centre, gathering informa¬ 
tion used for market re¬ 
search, inmates work 
towards customer service 
qualifications. 

The Ministry of Justice 
said the calls are made 


externally and then put 
through to the prisoners, 
who do not have access to 
telephone numbers or any 
personal or financial details 
about those they are calling 
- only a name and email 
address. 

Prisoners have a script to 
follow on their computer 
screens when speaking to 
people on the telephone. 

The prison plans to expand 
the scheme to 60 prisoners. 

Ian Bickers, High Down’s 
governor, said: “We are com¬ 
mitted to providing prison¬ 
ers with real work 
opportunities to help them 
turn away from crime. 


“This project with Census 
Data Group allows prisoners 
to develop vital skills, and 
complements the exciting 
programmes we have at the 
prison. The prisoners are 
thoroughly risk assessed be¬ 
fore taking part and are 
monitored during the calls. 

“They have no access to 
customers’ personal details, 
except for a name and email 
address. 

“Like our excellent Clink 
restaurant, this scheme aims 
to reduce the risk of reof¬ 
fending by providing prison¬ 
ers with work experience 
that can help them secure a 
job when they are released.” 


The latest initiative at the 
prison come after friends 
and family of inmates at the 
prison have raised a number 
of concerns since the start of 
the year, including claims 
that staff shortages are re¬ 
sulting in prisoners being 
locked in their cells for 23 
hours a day and are unable 
to attend rehabilitative class¬ 
es - something the Ministry 
of Justice has denied. 

Ironically, some of the con¬ 
cerns have included prison¬ 
ers not being able to get out 
of their cells to make phone 
calls. Last August, Justice 
Secretary Chris Grayling de¬ 
fended similar schemes 


operating at Oakwood 
prison, run by private secu¬ 
rity firm G4S, and Drake 
Hall women’s prison. 

The Epsom and Ewell MP 
denied that, as part of the 
schemes, prisoners were 
able to phone members of 
the public and question them 
about the contents of their 
home, including queries 
about their valuables, and fi¬ 
nancial details such as the 
cost of their car and home 
insurance. 

He said the scheme, which 
saw inmates paid about £20 a 
week at the call centres, 
came with stringent security 
measures attached.

Mappin founded royal jew¬ 
ellers Mappin and Webb, 
based in London, which still 
holds the royal warrant as 
silversmiths to the Queen 
and the Prince of Wales. 

After World War II, the 


house was converted into 
seven separate properties, of 
which the home for sale, Far¬ 
riers, is one. 

The mansion hosted many 
distinguished figures, includ¬ 
ing Joseph Kennedy, the fa¬ 
ther of American president 
JFK, who stayed there for 
many months during World 
War II, before it was taken 
over by the Canadian High 
Commission until the end of 
the war. 

In the past five years, Farri¬ 
ers has been restored and its 
current owners, Robbie and 
Helen Gelder, are reluctantly 


moving on. They 
said: “You only 
have to walk in¬ 
side to realise 
what a magnifi¬ 
cent property it 
is.

the past two years. 

The ex-model said: “I would 
like a larger place with more 
space. This flat is a bit small 
for me. When my grand¬ 
children come from 
America it would be 
nice to invite them to 
stay with me. 

“I have no room to 
move. But it’s very 
pretty.” 

Ms Rainbird, 
originally from 
Buckinghamshire, 
said her flat may be 
small, but has lots to 
offer - including its 
own garden and an ex 
pensive shed. 

She said she did not believe 
that the home’s pink colour 
theme has deterred potential 
buyers. 

She said: “When I came 
here it looked like a prison. 
All the walls were a dirty 
grey. My daughter’s 
boyfriend is a builder and he 
painted the whole place pink.

New crash close to fatal collision site 

A car collided with a cyclist metres away 
from where a fatal crash killed a much¬ 
loved mother and son three months ago. 

On Tuesday, Sarah Holmes, who lives 
in Banstead Road, Ewell, said the emer¬ 
gency services were in attendance on 
her street. 

She lives opposite to where the inci¬ 
dent occurred, “two or three doors 
down” from where the crash happened 
which killed Kai Arnold, 11, and his 
mother Nicola Morris, 29, on a bend in 
the road, on July 5. 

Ms Holmes said she did not believe 
anyone was seriously injured in the lat¬ 
est crash after one car lost control hit 
some bollards and spun round in the 
road. 

A spokesman for the South East Coast 
Ambulance Service, confirmed the inci¬ 
dent involved a car and a cyclist and that 
they were called to reports of the crash 
at 5.15pm. 

He said the female cyclist suffered

head injuries and was treated at the 
scene by paramedics before being taken 
to St Helier hospital. 

Ms Holmes said she believed the crash 
was yet more evidence that speed bumps 
should be installed on the road. 

She said: “We have them at the other 
end of Banstead Road, which comes 
under Sutton, but not at our end where 
we’ve now had two crashes.” 


A 21-year-old woman who walked out of 
Epsom Hospital nearly a month ago has 
now been found. 

Rosalind “Rosie” Evans, from Walton, 
was found on Friday, October 10, after 
being missing for 23 days. 

Officers had been increasingly con¬ 
cerned about her welfare as Miss Evans 
was without access to her medication. 

After she left Epsom at about 5.30pm 
on Wednesday, September 17, a police 
appeal was launched and her family 
urged her to get in touch. 

Her brother issued a video appeal on 
Friday. 

A police spokesman said: “Officers 
would like to thank the public and the 
media for their help in the search.”

Epsom and St Helier Hospital 
has appointed a new chief ex¬ 
ecutive, who is set to take up 
the position in the new year. 

Daniel Elkeles is currently 
the chief officer at Central 
London, West London, Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham, Houn¬ 
slow and Ealing Clinical 
Commissioning Groups 
(CWHHE). 

He has also held posts as the 
flu resilience director of NHS 
London, and director of strat¬ 
egy for NHS North West 
London. 

His appointment has caused 
anxiety among health cam¬ 
paigners, who fear for the fu¬ 
ture of the site’s maternity 
and accident and emergency 
wards.

instrumental in the closure of 
two A&E departments. 

“Can we expect more of the 
same with Mr Elkeles at the 
helm of the Epsom-St Helier 
Trust?” 

Epsom and St Helier chair¬ 
man Laurence Newman hit 
back at Mr Ash, confirming 
there are no plans to shut 
down any parts of the trust. 

He said: “Daniel Elkeles was 
selected from a very competi¬ 
tive field of candidates to run 
an increasingly successful 
NHS acute trust and accepted 
the position on that basis. 

“Daniel is committed to 


ensuring the hospitals contin¬ 
ue their strong performance, 
including those in both 
accident and emergency 
departments. 

“We can give 100 per cent as¬ 
surance that there are no 
plans to close the trust down, 
or any part of it, except the al¬ 
ready announced transfer of 
services from the Sutton Hos¬ 
pital site to Epsom and St 
Helier.” 

The trust is currently led by 
the intermin chief executive 
Chrisha Alagaratnam, who 
has been in been the post since 
April. Ms Alagaratnam re¬ 
placed Matthew Hopkins, who 
was appointed to turn around 
the failing Barking, Havering, 
and Redbridge NHS Trust in 
Essex. 

Mr Elkeles, who was select¬ 
ed for the role last month, 
said: “I am hugely excited 
about joining Epsom and St 
Helier at this time. 

“There has been amazing 
progress in improving the 
quality of care the trust pro¬ 
vides in its financial position.

Prolific burglar jailed 
after massive manhunt 



A brazen career criminal who 
escaped from prison and went 
on a burglary spree while on 
the run has been jailed for six 
years. 

Adam Yaroo, 28, absconded 
from a prison in Derbyshire in 
June and burgled homes in 
Tadworth and Kingswood 
over the summer. He stole jew¬ 
ellery worth £18,000 in one 
burglary alone. 

Yaroo, who was recaptured 
after a massive manhunt, 
pleaded guilty to four burglar¬ 
ies and two attempted bur¬ 
glaries and was sentenced at 
Guildford Crown Court last 
Thursday. 

He asked for 36 more crimes, 
committed across Surrey, 


London, Kent, Sussex, Der¬ 
byshire and Oxfordshire, to be 
taken into consideration by 
the court. 

Yaroo escaped from Sud¬ 
bury prison on June 23 and po¬ 
lice finally caught the wanted 
man on September 17 when he 
got out of a van in Clapham. 

There was a rucksack 
packed with a chisel, gloves 
and an emergency window 
breaking hammer, in the van. 

A key clue in the case was 
his cigarette butt, with DNA 
on it, which was found outside 
a burgled home in Epsom 
South Lane where he stole 
jewellery worth £18,000 on 
July 3. 

His DNA was also found on a 
screwdriver left behind a 
property in Outwood Lane, 
Kingswood, where he stole 
jewellery, watches and electri¬ 
cal goods on August 29.

Teen forced to withdraw cash

Two robbers have been jailed 
for 33 months for forcing 
an “absolutely terrified” 
teenage boy to travel by train 
to a cashpoint before taking 
his cash and an iPhone. 

But their younger accom¬ 
plice was spared jail over the 
false imprisonment and rob¬ 
bery during the evening rush 
hour on Friday, February 28. 

The 17-year-old victim, who 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons, was taken prisoner 
on the platform at Epsom sta¬ 
tion and made to get on a 
train to a cashpoint at 
Clapham Junction station. 

He was forced to withdraw 
£80 in cash and taken back to 
Ewell West station. On the 
first train the ringleader 
showed the teenager a han¬ 
dle, which he assumed was a 
knife, and the ordeal lasted 
an hour. 

At the time the youngest 
robber sent a text message 
saying: “We have kidnapped 
some boy lol. He’s taking us 
to a cashpoint in Clapham 
Junction.” 

Last Thursday, Blackfriars 
Crown Court handed down 
jail terms to Christopher 
Amirjani, 23, of no fixed 



abode, and Marcus Idahosa- 
Easy, 18, of no fixed abode, 
who was referred to as Easy 
during the case. 

A 17-year-old, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, 
was given a two-year youth 
rehabilitation order, 40 hours 
of community work and su¬ 
pervision for two years. He 
must pay £500 to the victim in 
compensation. 

Easy had pleaded guilty to 
robbery of £80 and an iPhone 
on the basis that his pleas 
would encompass a false im¬ 
prisonment charge that was 
left to lie on file. 

Judge Daniel Worsley told 


him: “You were the instiga¬ 
tor, the leader and by far the 
most aggressive and intimi¬ 
dating at all stages. It would 
never have happened without 
you.” 

Mr Worsley said that on the 
train Easy discreetly flashed 
a handle kept his pocket and 
the victim believed that he 
would be stabbed if he tried 
to escape. 

He said: “These are very se¬ 
rious crimes. Your victim 
was not only young, he was 
specially vulnerable because 
he had an obviously injured 
face which your co-defendant 
asked him about. 


“He was absolutely terri¬ 
fied and that terror remained 
with him and his family well 
after the offence.” 

He said Easy had been in 
“criminal trouble” since 
the age of 13 when he was 
caught with a knife, and he 
went on to commit disorder 
offences, two robberies and a 
burglary. 

Although Easy avoided cus¬ 
tody, he continued to take 
drugs and he was on police 
bail and subject to a youth re¬ 
habilitation order when he 
instigated the robbery in 
February. 

His defence lawyer Flora 


Page said he had been 
drinking and smoking 
cannabis that day and may 
have been trying to impress 
his older companion. 

Amirjani, who has a previ¬ 
ous conviction for robbery, 
was found guilty of false im¬ 
prisonment and robbery of 
£80 and an iPhone at the end 
of a trial in September. 

Mr Worsley said: “Your 
blame for the offence is sig¬ 
nificant, but less than that of 
Easy. 

The youngest robber was 
convicted of false imprison¬ 
ment and stealing £80 after a 
trial.

Stewart Northcott, 43, of Fir Tree 
Road, Banstead, pleaded guilty last 
week to common assault outside the 
Travelodge in Epsom.

As rock legend Jimmy Page 
releases his photographic auto¬ 
biography, a museum has un¬ 
earthed its own photo of him 
performing as a boy. 

Page, who grew up in Epsom, 
has handpicked 650 pho¬ 
tographs, including one of his 
choirboy days at St Barnabas, in 
Temple Road, for his new book. 

He said: “You see this young 
man growing, from when I was a 
choirboy - and took my guitar 
along to see if I could tune it up 
from the organ - right through to 
almost yesterday.” 

This month Bourne Hall Muse¬ 
um, in Spring Street, Ewell, has 
dug out its own old photograph 
of Page at a youth club dance in 
the early 1960s. 

The venue - Christchurch Hall 
in West Hill, Epsom - now hous¬ 
es the Epsom Christian Fellow¬ 
ship, which built Cornerstone 
School alongside it. 

Museum assistant David 
Brooks said the mother of the 
boy playing the double bass in 
one of the photos gave them the 
picture about 15 years ago. 

Mr Brooks said: “Jimmy grew 
up in a semi-detached house in 
Miles Road, Epsom, to become 
one of rock’s most gifted and 
distinctive guitarists. 


“He went to Epsom County Pri¬ 
mary School and on to Danetree 
Road Secondary School, leaving 
for Sutton Art School. 

“He is still remembered for the 
folk masses he played for at 
St Barnabas Church and the 
youth club dances at Christ¬ 
church Hall in the early 1960s.” 

Page belonged to several 
groups and made his name as a 
session musician, performing on 
releases by Lulu, Them, Tom 
Jones and Dave Berry, and later 
on with the Kinks and the Who. 

In 1966 he joined the Yardbirds. 
On their demise, he formed Led 
Zeppelin. 

Mr Brooks said: “His propul¬ 
sive riffs established the frame¬ 
work of many tracks that are 
now rock classics and his solos 
have set a benchmark for a new 
generation of guitarists. 

“It is all a far cry from the days 
when he met Eric Clapton at 
Epsom station and walked back 
to the family home in Miles Road 
to practise in the front room.” 


Councillor Sheila Carlson, a 
long-time resident in the area, 
remembers seeing Led Zeppelin 
play at a former pub, the Toby 
Jug, in Tolworth in the late 1960s. 

Coun Carlson said: “I was 
taken by my then boyfriend, who 
told me this group was going to 
be really big. 

“I sat on the floor and listened 
to the band. At the time I was 
like ‘Nah, I don’t think so’. How 
wrong I was.”

Industrial action by ambulance 
workers who walked out on 
Monday over pay is set to contin¬ 
ue until the weekend. 

NHS staff, including members 
of the ambulance service, went 
on strike between 7am and 11am, 
after accusing the Government 
of backtracking on an agree¬ 
ment to give them a 1 per cent 
pay rise. 

But the disruption across Sur¬ 
rey and London is set to contin¬ 
ue until the weekend with the 
ambulance services confirming 
that “action short of a strike” 


will continue until Sunday in 
Surrey and Friday in London. 

A spokesman for South East 
Coast Ambulance Service NHS 
Foundation Trust (Secamb) said: 
“Secamb would like to thank the 
public and staff for their support 
during this morning’s national 
industrial action. 

“Staff have responded well 
across the 999, patient transport 
and 111 services. Prior to today’s 
action we had worked closely 
with union representatives to 
ensure the impact on patients 
was kept to a minimum. 

“We had robust contingency 
plans in place to ensure we could 
provide a safe and responsive 
service to those people who 
needed us. 


“Action short of a strike will 
follow at periods throughout this 
week until Sunday, October 19. 

“We will again be working 
closely with union representa¬ 
tives to minimise the impact of 
the action. 

“We would like to take this op¬ 
portunity to remind the public 
that calling 999 should be re¬ 
served for serious emergencies 
and thank them for their ongo¬ 
ing support.” 

The London Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice (LAS) said “action short of a 
strike” by its workers will take 
place until Friday, October 17, 
which is expected to include a re¬ 
duction in the number of ambu¬ 
lance staff available to do 
overtime.

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Sons’ disease inspires father to fundraise to find a cure 


‘We do not have a 
choice but to cope’

A determined father has vowed to 
keep running marathons until a 
cure is found for a “cruel disease” 
that will make his sons waste 
away. 

Epsom author Nick Taussig’s 
sons Oskar, one, and Theo, three, 
had the same fatal incurable dis¬ 
ease, Duchenne muscular dystro¬ 
phy, diagnosed in July. 

Utterly devastated, Mr Taussig 
immediately pledged to do all he 
could to find a cure and signed up 
for the first of many marathons. 

He has already raised more 
than £41,000 and become a 
trustee at research charity Harri¬ 
son’s Fund based in Cobham. 

Mr Taussig said: “All the 
fundraising stuff becomes a lot 
easier when it is your own 
children. 

“When it’s your own children, it 
doesn’t take much to do every¬ 
thing you possibly can to 


fundraise and find a cure.” 

Mr Taussig said he has realised 
that money alone will not solve 
the problem. 

He said: “It’s going to take years 
but hopefully we will get there.” 

Mr Taussig ran the Farnham 
Pilgrim marathon in September 
and he will run the A20 Path ’n’ 
Downs marathon in Kent in 
November. 

His wife, artist Klara Cecmano- 
va, is co-curating an exhibition 
and art auction in aid of Harri¬ 
son’s Fund at a gallery in Notting 
Hill in December. 

Mr Taussig said: “It is such a 
cruel disease because they slow 
down more and more. Their 
friends get stronger and they get 
weaker. 

“Teenage boys should not be in 
wheelchairs or die when they are 
20 years old.” 

When asked how the family are 
managing to cope, he said: “It be¬ 
comes a new reality. We don’t 
have a choice but cope. 

“The flip side to all of this [is 
that] I feel closer to my sons than 


I have ever been and I feel closer 
to my friends and family than I 
have ever been. It brings out the 
best in you and other people.” 

Barry Martin, co-curator of the 
art show at Debut Contemporary 
in Notting Hill, said: “The exhibi¬ 
tion focuses on the young among 
us, who, for many reasons, don’t 
make it into adulthood. 

“A particular and devastating 
illness is Duchenne muscular 
dystrophy, that at present is 
incurable. 

“It afflicts children, 99 per cent 
boys, and claims the lives of 100 
per cent of its victims.

Ewell residents have been invited 
to a meeting today about revised 
plans for a controversial care 
home. 

Developer the Goodman Group 
has organised the meeting about 
its second planning application 
for a care home with 150 rooms 
on Nescot College’s land in 
Reigate Road. 

The group is also appealing to

Goodman Group to explain the 
details of our new planning appli¬ 
cation and to listen and respond 
to any questions that residents 
may have. 

In June, Nescot College re¬ 
ceived planning permission for 91 
homes on the rest of the 14-acre 
site. It wants to sell the land to 
fund renovations to its campus. 

The meeting will take place at 
Nescot College, in Reigate Road, 
Ewell, today, October 16 at 
7.30pm.

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Mobility misery as 
pavements a mess 




Call for action: Barbara 
Burrows’s scooter broke 


An elderly woman who had to 
hitchike home after her electric 
scooter broke down is calling for 
action on repairing damaged 
pavements in her neighbourhood. 

Barbara Burrows, 79, from 
Lyme Regis Road, Banstead, said 
something must be done about 
the uneven roads, damaged sur¬ 
faces and sloped pavements she 
has experienced on “extremely 
stressful and dangerous” trips to 
a high street and health clinic. 

Ms Burrows, who is crippled by 
arthritis, said: “I just wish some¬ 
one with authority would take my 
scooter for the same trips I made, 
and then they would clearly com¬ 
prehend my distress.” 

Last month, on September 17, 
she found the damaged pave¬ 
ments increasingly difficult to 
navigate while driving her scoot¬ 
er to Nork Clinic, in Nork Way. 

She said: “On my return jour¬ 
ney, the pavements proved too 
much for my two-month-old 
scooter, which broke down at the 
top of Green Curve and I was 
obliged to knock on the doors of 
strangers to get help. 

“I had to leave my brand new 
scooter in the care of a stranger, 


and flag down a passing car to 
give me a lift home. This was ex¬ 
tremely stressful to an elderly 
lady, not in the best of health.” 

Ms Burrows also endured a 
“hairy” trip to Banstead High 
Street last month. She said the 
pavements slope acutely towards 
the road and cars are parked too 
far on to the pavements. 

She said there are “appalling” 
and uneven pavements in Lyme 
Regis Road outside her elderly 
sheltered housing scheme. 

She added: “Apart from the dif¬ 
ficulty in using mobility scooters, 
the pavements are so hazardous 
for elderly pedestrians that most 
of us do not venture very far from 
our doors.” 

In response to her complaint, 
Surrey County Councillor Ken 
Gulati said he would raise the 
issue with relevant officers. 

He said: “I am very sorry to 
hear of your problems. I know 
our pavements are generally poor 
as is the case generally outside 
the main centres.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokeswoman said paving slabs 
will be replaced with tarmac in 
Lyme Regis Road as part of the 
council’s road maintainance. 

She said: “Lyme Regis Road is 
scheduled for complete resurfac¬ 
ing under Operation Horizon this 
financial year.”

Critical of probation reforms 


I read with concern the article in 
the Epsom Guardian published 
on September 24 (Chris Grayling 
insists probation reforms will 
not put public in any danger) in 
which Mr Grayling states that 
his changes will not put the pub¬ 
lic in danger. 

He also refers to probation staff 
as ideologically driven and 
claims he has met a number who 
support the changes. 

He has made no attempts to 
speak to his local staff. 

Probation workers have a com¬ 
mitment to public service with 
strongly held views on what their 
job is about, namely the protec¬ 
tion of the public and the rehabil¬ 
itation of offenders. 

If this is what he means by 
being an ideologue, then yes I 
am. 


It may surprise him that among 
probation staff there are (or 
were) some Conservative voters. 

Yes, I strongly oppose the no¬ 
tion of private companies mak¬ 
ing a profit from working with 
offenders. 

My main objection, however, is 
the excessive speed at which the 
changes are being implemented. 

In our local area, the split into 
the private and the public sector 
has meant 180 cases swapping 
from one member of staff to an¬ 
other, with the potential risk of 
offenders getting lost in the 
system. 

It is only thanks to the profes¬ 
sionalism of the staff that this 
risky and highly stressful opera¬ 
tion was successfully completed. 

At the Redhill Probation Office, 
which covers Mr Grayling’s 


constituency, following the split, 
probation officers who are 
trained to deal with high-risk of¬ 
fenders have elected to remain 
within the public sector (the Na¬ 
tional Probation Service) rather 
than the private sector, which 
will be dealing with lower risk 
cases, which surprisingly in¬ 
cludes high-level domestic abuse 
cases. 

This means, in practice, all se¬ 
rious domestic abuse cases in 
East Surrey, approximately 100, 
will be supervised by just three 
probation service assistants who, 
while being extremely compe¬ 
tent, have not been trained to un¬ 
dertake such work and will have 
to monitor these cases on top of 
their already unmanageable 
workload.

Hybrid cars now make up almost a 
quarter of Toyota's sales in the UK, 
the firm has announced.

Sutton & Epsom scored a 
head-turning win at Lon¬ 
don Division One South 
leaders Sidcup on Satur¬ 
day, but head coach Jeff 
Parsons insists they are 
not yet playing at their 
best, writes Tim Ashton. 

Tries from Guy Stuckey- 
Clarke, pictured below, 
Kyren Ghumra and Joe 
Ridgley, plus eight points 
from the boot of Steve 
Munford saw Sutton to a 
16-23 win. 

Sutton sit seventh in the 
table, and they face eighth- 
placed Charlton Park this 
weekend, looking to extend 
their unbeaten run to four 
games. 

Parsons cited prepara¬ 
tion as key to the Sidcup re¬ 
sult, but he also points 
towards a growing maturi¬ 
ty in the side. 

He said: “We had a good 
week’s training ahead of 
the game with the seconds, 
meaning we could run 
through what we wanted 
from the players in a train¬ 
ing game.

“They lost their first 
three games, but have 
started to get going. 

“They beat Twickenham 
with 40-odd points last 
weekend, so they will be a 
tough proposition.” 

Parsons will be without 
Pete Matthews (ham¬ 
string), while he is also 
waiting on the doctor’s all 
clear to bring Matt Whitak¬ 
er back into action. 


The Marvell-ous Dale 
joins Salts’ 300 club

When a young Dale Marvell 
perched on his pushbike sad¬ 
dle and watched his beloved 
Epsom & Ewell over the 
fence, little did he know he 
would one day become a club 
legend. 

Now, some 20 years later, 
the 34-year-old Marvell has 
racked up 304 appearances 
for the Salts, scoring 85 goals. 

He joins an exclusive list 
of just 12 players to break 
300 appearances, the last 
being goalkeeper Dave Hyatt 
in 2001. 

Marvell has not spent his 
entire career with the Salts, 
as the former Chelsea trainee 
has had spells at Sutton 
United, Merstham and 
Banstead Athletic. 

But it was with Carshalton 
Athletic that Marvell hit his 
highest footballing note as 
winners of the Ryman Pre¬ 
mier, followed by a season in 
the Conference South as the 
Robins’ leading goalscorer. 
However, the draw of his 
home-town club 

always proved too 
strong and, and as long 
as he remains fit, Mar¬ 
vell can see his career 
ending as a Salt. 

“I have always been happy 
at Epsom, and to reach 300 
appearances is a really 
proud thing for me and 
my family,” he said. 

“When I was much 
younger, my mates and I 
would watch Epsom 
games over the fence 
standing on our push- 
bikes so we didn’t have to 
pay, and to think I’ve 
reached this milestone 
makes me so proud.

“My 300th was against 
Spelthorne Sports [Septem¬ 
ber 27] and I was aware of it 
before the game, it worked 
out well because I scored.” 

Marvell’s debut came as a 
substitute in a 2-1 win over 
Merland Rise in January 
2000, and would score his 
first goal two months later in 
a 2-1 win over Camberley 
Town. 

“Making my debut was 
special, but there are other 
memories,” he said. 

“Winning the League Cup 
last season was excellent, we 
had a great run in the FA 
Vase in 2009 and I remember 
scoring a first-half hat-trick 
against North Greenford 
United, I was buzzing after 
that. 

“The times I have left have 
been to play at a higher level. 

“Playing in the Conference 
South with Carshalton under 


Graham Roberts was a great 
time.” 

Marvell admits he has been 
lucky with injuries, but as 
age creeps up on the striker 
the aches and pains are be¬ 
ginning to hang around. 

He said: “Touch wood, I’ll 
be playing for a long time yet. 

“I still feel 18, it just takes a 
little longer to recover from 
games. 

“But I look after myself bet¬ 
ter than I used to. 

“I used to drink too much 
and eat too much rubbish, 
now I am down the gym more 
and I eat and drink better, so 
hopefully that will help. 

“As long as I am playing 
and not been left on the 
bench, I’ll stay. 

“Footballers all want to 
play football, if we don’t get 
the game time then we get 
out of shape.” 

The Salts are seventh in the 


Premier Division of the Com¬ 
bined Counties League, and 
Marvell admits they will 
struggle to win promotion as 
just the top team of 22 claim 
that prize. 

He said: “It bugs me that 
there are no play-offs. So 
many teams get to the half¬ 
way point of the season and 
realise there is nothing they 
can do. 

“But if there were play-offs, 
all of a sudden there are four 
more places up for grabs and 
teams know that if they go 
on a little run, they could 
sneak in. 

“Then you’ve got big games 
that will attract more fans, 
more money for the club 
and more excitement for the 
town. It just makes sense.”
